The Improevement o the Navigation of the
Deiasware.

All that bas been gald of the lee-barrier of the
Delaware at the "'Horse Bhoe” |8 now belng
verified avery hour of the day. Our commerce
has come to a comparative stand stlll, for it is
st impossibility, beyond all qneation, for salling
vestes to pass throngh the dreaded lce-gorge,
and the majority of serew steamers are required
to secure the aid of powerfal tugs to bring thewm
through the Horse-S8hoe channel and up to the
wharves. The lee-bonts are hard at work, one
in the immediate vicinity of the gorge endeavor-
iog to keop the channel open, and the other
breaking up the ice field which streiches from
shore to shore ahove League [:land. To asaure
the eunccess of the projected Philadelphin trans-
atlantic steamship line, which, wé have strong
hopes, approaches realization, the chanoel of
the Delaware must not be impeded by such ice
barriers as every winter form at the Horge Shoo.
Two lines, that muny vears ago were estab-
lished, went to rulu from no other reason than
that the vessels conld not get out of port notil
long after the tlme sot for their departure, and
thus loet freight and passengers, who sought a
more direet and unobstructed route, and repu-
tation, aud thus Intled.

Our commercial assoclations have earnestly
urged Congress to do something to relleve Phila-
delphia from thiz sonual embargo upon her
commercial prosperity, and this alternoon the
Committee on he Improvement ot Navigation,
of Councile, headed by Chairmun Henry Bumm,
the member of the Board of Port Wardens, and
special commitiees of the Board of Trade, Com
mercinl Exchange, and Franklin Institate, will
tuke o trip down the river on one of the power-
ful eity lee-boals, nnd thus digscover the nature
of the obatruction which has for so long a time
been the subject of complaint. The excursion-

LIGHT AT LAST.

Whe Niale the Geoda? -Meven Thisves In Ons.
tody—A Dnnscose Amoesx the Number.

Bome time on Baturday—the exact particalars
as 1o Ume remaln yet lovolved In mystery —the
house No, 1008 North Eleventh street was on-
tered and robbed of goods to the amount of #300
in value. In oasting about for the partiers who
might bave engaged in this depredation, the
suspicions of the Twelfth distriet police settled
upon the denizens of a bullding at the corner of
Girard avenue and Sartain street, beiweocn
Eleventh and Twelfth streets, kept by one Kate
Allen. This house, it is sald by those whao live
In ita vicinity, I8 far from evloying o fair
repute, and ovents which have just come
to light confirm the bad Impression
in the public mind regarding it. Bergeantd
C. 8chuler procured a search warrant, and with
a poese of officers of the Twelfih disteict foree
vesterday =searched Miss (1) Allen's house, and,
wuch to her chagrin and o the terror of her
boarders, found a basis for his suspicions in the
presence of twonty-four boxes of cigars and a
box of Monltor chewing® tobaceo, whivh had
recently been abstracted from the préemlses of o
Mr. Sharp, and concenled in a cliamber of Miss
Allen's residence. The efflcers, notwithstand-
ing the anguish of the young ladies that thelr
jnnocence should be impeactied nod the indig-
pation of the young gentlemen, ook prompily
juto cuetody Misses Kate Allon, Kate Maresie,
and Mary Winters, and Messrs James A, Tles-
son, Heory 8mith, Edward Leddy, and Anthony
Wiuters, and placed them behilod the bars of
the station-house eells,

The prisoners baving been locked up, the

She has at wvarious times, aver since
the development of the spectacular shows that
have been put upon the Philadelphia stage,
been engaged o the eapacity of a figurante, or
coryphee, or danscuse. =he, however, like
many others, descended the seale until she be-
came one of the dancers of the can-can in o
low saloon on Chesnnt strect, benaeath, almost,
the very nose of lis Honor the Mayor, and
where, ever since its estavlishment, she has
been dancing.

Mi=s Moreste has the reputation of helng also
n shop-lifter; for when she was arrested on
Suturday night week she was chased into s yard
by an officer, when It was digcovered that she
had thrown away a roll of bLlack cloth, and also
a capacious “Jift" {rnc-k--t., big enough, as the
officer said, “‘to hold three bushels of potatoes,”
A UlifL" pocket 18 ode that a femnle thief
attaches to the under side of a skirt, where she
may eonceal what ehe has gtolen. In addition to
the charge now preferred against Miss Moreste,
there is another wherein she is alleged to have
stolen one ekirt, one piece of black cloth, and
one plece of blue navy c¢loth. On this she s
held in #1500 ball.
